The evening begins with a re- 
ception at Jordan Hall followed 
by a slide show and discussion 
of the renovation process led 
by architect Ann Beha AIA of Ann Beha 
Associates and general contractor Richard 
Walsh of Walsh Brothers. The reception 
and slide show are followed by a concert by 
the Conservatory Camaratta. (For those 
interested, before the Jordan Hall event 
begins, Ann Beha also will lead a brief tour 
of her current work as architect for the 
centennial celebration of Symphony Hall.) 


The New England Conservatory of Music 
was founded in 1867; Jordan Hall was a gift 
of Eben D. Jordan, 2nd, heir to the Jordan 
Marsh merchant trade business and an 
accomplished amateur musician. The ar- 
chitecture firm of Wheelright & Haven, whose 
work includes Boston landmarks such as 
Horticultural Hall and Cambridge’s Harvard 
Lampoon building, was chosen to design the 
Hall. On its opening night in 1903, the Hall 
was proclaimed a unique acoustic marvel. 


After nearly a century of constant use (an 
estimated 16,000 performances), Jordan 
Hall was aged and inefficient, dark and 
dreary. It lacked air conditioning and acces- 
sibility for the disabled as well as comfort- 
able seats and adequate services. The goal 
of the Jordan Hall restoration was to return 
the building to its original finish and ambi- 
ance while integrating much-needed cli- 
mate control, accessibility for the disabled, 
and improved amenities. Of paramount 
importance was the preservation of the Hall's 
renowned acoustics. Ann Beha Associates 
led a five-year design effort that culminated 
in a condensed five-month construction pe- 
riod. Jordan Hall was awarded a 1996 
Massachusetts Historical Commission Pres- 
ervation Award, a Victorian Society in 
America’s Preservation Commendation, and 
a Preservation Award from the Boston Pres- 
ervation Alliance.

Anticipating the September 1 centennial of 
the opening of the first section of the Boston 
subway system in 1887, photographs of the 
construction projects are on display at The 
Architects Building from May 2 to June 26. 
These photographs are produced from the 
original glass negatives in the collection of 
the Society for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities. The exhibit has been 
curated by Margaret Minor AIA, project ar- 
chitect for the 1992 renovation of the Park 
Street Station, and her colleague at Leers 
Weinzapfel Associates, Meara Daly. 


These photos illustrate not only the con- 
struction process but also the transforma- 
tion of the City's public transportation from a 
trolley system at the street surface to the 
first underground system in the U.S. These 
traffic conflicts and their resolution have an 
uncanny resonance in our own era. A spe- 
cial opening reception for this exhibit is at 
6:00 pm on May 13 at The Architects Build- 
ing and all readers and friends are welcome. 
This exhibit, funded in part by a Boston 
Foundation for Architecture grant, is sched- 
uled for reinstallation in the Fall at South 
Station.

Income taxes repealed ! Red Sox win World Series ! 
Cost-free benefits for employees ! 


Are these headlines too good to believe? 
Well, yes and no. Don’t spend that tax 
savings just yet. And don’t necessarily keep 
your Octobers free so you can attend those 
World Series games. But...do think about 
one of the last opportunities to really help 
your employees, without having your over- 
head soar. 


An employee benefit, with little or no cost, is 
available. It's called a Flexible Benefit Plan 
and is part of the IRS’ Section 125 regulation 
dealing with pre-tax deductions for medical 
and dependent care and health insurance 
premium contributions. 


A Flexible Benefit Plan allows employees to 
pay their share of health premiums (prima- 
rily medical and dental insurance) on a pre- 
tax basis. Employees are also able to set 
aside amounts from each pay check, for 
both employee and dependent medical ex- 
penses, as well as costs of dependent care 
for children or elders. All such deductions 
are exempt not only from state and federal 
income taxes but also from social security 
taxes. And this is where the financial benefit 
to the employer emerges. Since employee 
social security taxes are matched by the 
employer, if the employee saves, so does 
the employer. 


Such programs are governed by IRS rules 
and regulations, so there are limitations. 
Paul Smith, President of Benefit Strategies, 
Inc. of Goffstown, New Hampshire, admin- 
isters Section 125 plans as part of the ben- 
efits administration services offered by his 
firm. He offers these cautionary comments: 
“Any tax advantaged plan has its conditions. 
In the case of Flex Benefit Plans, the em- 
ployee commits to pre-tax levels of medical 
and dependent care payroll deductions prior 
to January 1, based on anticipated medical 
and dependent costs for the subsequent 12 
months. This is essentially a non-revocable 
election; if the amount deducted is not used 
for eligible costs during the plan year, the 
employee participant loses his unused con- 
tribution. Similarly, there are potential risks 
borne by the employer if a participant termi- 
nates employment prior to having his or her 
full-year election deducted.” 


Within these IRS rules, the program oper- 
ates as follows: 

@ the plan documents are developed by the 
third-party administrator 

¢# employees sign up to participate in any 
facet of the program (premium offset, medi- 
cal reimbursement, or dependent care) 

@ the firm coordinates the annual employee 
participation and enrollment meetings and 
begins payroll deductions 


# amounts are deducted from employee 
paychecks and forwarded to the third-party 
administrator 

# claims are submitted directly to the third- 
party administrator by each employee-par- 
ticipant for review and processing 

# monthly record-keeping is performed by 
the third-party administrator 

# year-end reports are also provided by the 
third-party administrator regarding the sta- 
tus of each employee’s account 

@ at the beginning of the new plan year, 
employees again elect to participate (or not) 
at the appropriate levels for that year. 


To recap, the financial elements are as 
follows — the firm pays for initiating the 
program, an annual renewal fee, a monthly 
maintenance fee per employee participant, 
and the firm recovers its share of social 
security costs relative to its employees’ par- 
ticipation levels in the medical and depen- 
dent care reimbursement programs 


It is “expected” that the employer will offset 
at least the ongoing costs of renewal and 
record-keeping services provided by the 
third-party administrator; it is also very com- 
mon to recover annual initiation/renewal fees 
as well. The result -- a /ow cost, or no cost, 
employee benefit. 


The future of this plan, given the federal 
government's focus on both balancing its 
budget and on healthcare reform, is some- 
what unclear. According to Paul Smith, “Flex 
Benefit Plans have helped millions of em- 
ployees and employers afford benefits. 
These benefits will continue to be available 
for the foreseeable future. Like all available 
tax-favored plans, concerns are raised over 
their survivability year to year. My advice is 
to use these options as long as they remain 
both advantageous and available.” 


The Flexible Benefit Plan represents a unique 
opportunity for employees to increase their 
take-home pay while the firm incurs little or 
no additional costs. It is a benefit plan that 
works, is tailored to each employee's indi- 
vidual needs year to year, and is very afford- 
able for the employer. Seems like you should 
just do it. And maybe the curse of the 
Bambino will be lifted in the process.

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Want the data but can't 
make the meeting ? 


With dozens of BSA committees, us- 
ers groups, task forces, and social 
networks gathering in and around Bos- 
ton every month, it is no surprise that 
you can't find the time to do everything 
you wish you could.

Throughout the year, the BSA’s Committee 
on Professional Appointments is asked to 
nominate architects to serve on local historic 
district commissions, study committees, de- 
sign-review, planning and zoning boards, 
and other public bodies. The pro-bono work 
these architects do on the local level to 
promote understanding of design and pres- 
ervation issues touches all who live in the 
community and is important to all who prac- 
tice architecture. 


Ellen Lipsey, Executive Director of the Bos- 
ton Landmarks Commission, stressed in a 
recent conversation the professionalism and 
credibility that the architects bring to the 
Commission. “Practicing architects bring an 
understanding of clientconcerns anda wealth 
of practical knowledge of costs and feasibil- 
ity,” she said. Lipsey spoke of the benefits 
of having some of the premier preservation 
architects in the country serving on public 
review boards in Boston but also stressed 
the importance of having top-notch archi- 
tects serving who are not necessarily pres- 
ervation specialists . Lipsey spoke highly of 
the architects who serve citing their involve- 
ment and commitment to the city, their 
thoughtfulness and ability to understand 
and synthesize the issues. 


John Freeman AIA 
(right), of Platt 
Anderson Freeman 
Associated Archi- 
tects, has lived in 
Boston for many 
years and sought 
appointment to the 
Boston Landmarks 
Commission as a 
way to give back to 
the city. One of the 
first things Freeman learned was that there 
are more threatened buildings and neigh- 
borhoods than he imagined. He is amazed 
by the dedication of the individuals serving. 
“Members of the Commission think long and 
hard and handle each case separately,” he 
noted, “they don’t come to the Commission 
with an agenda.” Initially, Freeman was 
unsure of the level of influence the Commis- 
sion had. In the short time he has served, he 
has seen the Commission make decisions 
that might not appear to be dramatic yet the 
result is greater than the single act. “The 
Commission, ” stated Freeman, “has a 
broader influence than is apparent from its 
sometimes limited power.” He noted the 
example of a building that was scheduled to 
be demolished. The Commission could only 
manage to get a 90-day delay on demolition 
but the delay allowed the neighborhood to 
get organized and forced the builder to 
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consider issues other than bottom-line prof- 
itability. 


From a personal standpoint, Freeman sees 
serving on the Commission as a learning 
experience; he says it is interesting to see 
how other architects present their work and 
he is learning more about the architectural 
and social diversity of the city, visiting neigh- 
borhoods he had never seen. Other recent 
appointments to the Boston Landmark Com- 
mission include Susan Pranger AIA and 
Tom Green FAIA. 


Frank McGuire AIA 
(left) is a recent ap- 
pointee on the Bea- 
con Hill Architectural 
Commission. As a 
long-time Beacon Hill 
resident, McGuire re- 
gards his appoint- 
ment as an opportu- 
nity to contribute to 
his neighborhood ina 
specialized way. A partner at Perry Dean 
Rogers & Partners, McGuire says that many 
of the projects in which he is involved are out 
of town. By serving on the Commission he 
can stay in touch, learn of his neighbors’ 
concerns, and affect the development of his 
neighborhood positively. As an educator 
and practitioner, he is often asked for his 
opinion on projects in the neighborhood, 
both commercial and residential. He be- 
lieves his interaction with a neighbor on the 
appropriate type of new windows for his 
townhouse is as important as the larger 
issues the Commission discusses.

Over the years, Architects for Social Re- 
sponsibility (ASR) has been involved in is- 
sues ranging from homelessness to nuclear 
disarmament. People have felt so passion- 
ately about some of these issues that sev- 
eral other BSA committees have emerged, 
including the Task Force to End 
Homelessness and the Indoor Air Quality 
Committee. 


Today, ASR is committed to extensive ex- 
ploration and promotion of an ecological 
awareness specific to the profession of ar- 
chitecture. Current projects include the 
creation of acompelling, cost-effective (even 
profitable!) argument for placing a section 
on construction and demolition waste recy- 
cling in the typical architectural specifica- 
tion. Energy is of primary concern because, 
of course, without power our profession, as 
well as the allied building, material-produc- 
ing and service industries, would grind to an 
unhappy halt. 


We are deeply concerned about the prob- 
lems arising from deregulation of electrical 
utilities and the vortex of problems that is 
forming as power companies lower rates to 
compete for customers. An article in The 
New York Times (3/9/97) explained that 
alternative or renewable energy sources 
(solar, wind, and geothermal) are receiving 
less attention precisely because electrical 
utility deregulation has made conventional 


power cheaper in the

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Is the architecture school jury system valuable or destructive ? 


New England _ architects, educators, and 
students gathered in Vermont in the Fall of 
1996 for the AIA New England Annual Meet- 
ing. The focus was architectural education 
and BSA design professional John Rossi, 
Assoc. AIA provided this report on one 
critical aspect of the conference workshop 
program: the jury system in American archi- 
tecture schools. The workshop upon which 
this report is based was moderated by Ver- 
mont Technical College's Paul Hartman, 
Head of the Department of Architecture & 
Building Engineering Technology, and Nor- 
wich University's Sharon Matthews, Head of 
the Division of Architecture and Art. 


A group of 40 architects, educators, and 
architecture students took part in the exami- 
nation the merits of the traditional jury sys- 
tem in architectural education. It quickly 
became evident that the old jury system 
could sure use improvements and better 
serve students. However, its effectiveness 
and role in architectural education, in the 
view of this group, seems to be valid and not 
about to be replaced anytime soon. 


A major concern expressed by the group 
was that jurors could be so counter-produc- 
tive to the process that students learn noth- 
ing from a crit, are not recognized for work 
done well and, instead, may be demoralized 
by jurors. Nearly everyone in the group 
recognized this experience having been sub- 
ject to it themselves, witnessing it first-hand, 
or hearing horror stories about classmates 
and colleagues. Jurors who are uninformed 
about the project or take the focus away 
from the student to create an intellectual 
forum among the jurors were cited as excru- 
ciatingly ineffective. The session raises 
deeper questions for architectural educa- 
tors and teaching practitioners. What value 
does a juried crit offer a student whose work 
comes under attack and in which the stu- 
dent is personally berated? What signals are 
being sent to the profession's young through 
an almost fraternal hazing, not by other 
students, but by practitioners and the edu- 
cational establishment? How many innova- 
tive minds and talented design students are 
steered away from a profession they could 
contribute most to by a staid culture and 
value system? Is this cycle unstoppable? 


The group recognized that juried presenta- 
tions can be a celebration of a student's hard 
work, accomplishment, and thoughtful de- 
sign solutions. The juried presentation al- 
lows the student to be a spokesperson for 
the project, develop verbal and presentation 
skills, take ownership of ideas, and under- 
stand a project's place in society. Whenever 
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possible, the program being reviewed should 
have a real-world connection. Since practic- 
ing architects see few if any hypothetical or 
abstract commissions during their careers, 
studios could offer learning that encom- 
passes societal, environmental, political, and 
economic issues that are structured around 
real sites and real conditions. 


Jury selection should match the student's 
studio level. Jurors should not only be famil- 
iar with the program in advance but be more 
diverse by including town officials, user 
groups, contractors, as well as architects. 
Juried crits can go well beyond teaching 
young architects and they can become a 
reciprocal and a shared learning forum 
through the different optics of a mixed jury. 
And as practicing architects, who better to 
learn from than the varied publics we are 
licensed and obligated to serve. 


Here are the key points raised during the 
workshop:

Provide closure to students' efforts 

Provide learning experiences for both stu- 
dents and faculty 

Expand the debate beyond the studio or

Offer a celebration of a student's hard work 
and a project's completion 

Mark a rite of passage into the profession 

Recognize and reward work done well 

Offer a context for critical analysis 


The architectural jury system fails when it...

Becomes a personal attack on students 

Teaches students to be defensive about 
their work 

Uses jurors who are insensitive about the 
process and uninformed about the project 

Becomes a forum for the guest critics to

Employs jurors who have little or no training

Seek ye fame ? 


As members who have been reading the 
national A/Architect newsletter are well 
aware, the profession is finally considering a 
major leap into national and local television 
advertising to promote the value of good 
design and of good architects. 


At the annual national gathering in Washing- 
ton in February of over 700 AIA chapter 
presidents and vice-presidents, the national 
AIA Board of Directors floated the notion of 
a comprehensive, three-year television ad- 
vertising development program. Noting that 
the national print campaign inaugurated by 
the AIA nationally several years ago has 
proved to be moderately successful, the AIA 
leaders speaking at the February gathering 
argued that television advertising, with em- 
phases on local cable news networks as well 
as national prime-time advertising, was the 
next logical step. With the growth of archi- 
tecture firms' Web pages and other digital 
marketing tools, television (and perhaps 
even radio?) may be the last electronic 
frontier. 


The response to this informal proposal in 
February was overwhelmingly positive... 
except when it came to the question of 
financing. With the elimination of national 
Supplemental Dues last year, the national 
AIA budget decreased by some $3 million 
annually, which is about $500,000 more 
annually than is necessary for the proposed 
television campaign. Consequently, the AIA 
is seeking ideas for ways to finance this 
three-year campaign. Among the most com- 
monly suggested idea was a three-year 
national assessment of all AIA members of 
$50 each year for three years. Such an 
assessment would generate approximately 
$2.5 million annually, which would be segre- 
gated from the AIA operating budget and 
dedicated solely to the television advertising 
development campaign. Other financing 
options are being explored but the Special 
Assessment notion seems to be the most 
prominent at the moment. (Special Assess- 
ments are not dues or dues increases; they 
are short-term, dedicated funds separated 
from the annual operating budget of the AIA. 
The Special Assessment would end in three 
years and would have no impact on regular 
dues payments.) 


One of the primary sources of enthusiasm 
for this campaign at the local level is that, 
once the national advertising spots are pro- 
duced, they will be made available to local 
AIA chapters such as the BSA at no cost. 
The BSA and other local chapters could then 
buy relatively inexpensive local air time, 
especially on cable news networks, to re- 
broadcast the high-quality national ads.
